BIG BUSSIAN CAMP IN CHILI.

LONDON, Sept. 11, 3 4. m.—Dr. Morrison 
has another special in thi§ morning’s Times 
from Pekin, dated Aug. 31, in which he gives 
further details of Chinese treachery. He 
says: ‘“ Papers received here from London 
show that throughout the siege my dis- 


patches, forwarded constantly with large . 


rewards, failed to elude the lines of Chinese 
troops, my couriers being killed. ‘ 

“It is also appatent throughout that the 
Chinese Ministers abroad endeavored te 
s*hoodwink the foreign governments by lying 
reports to the effect that the attacks upon 
the legation and the shelling of the com- 
pounds with women and children were due 
tolawless rebels whom the government was 
desirous but powerless to suppress, whereas 
the truth is that the attacks upon the le- 
gations were ordered by the Dowager Em- 
press and organized by Yung-Li, Tung-Fu, 
Hsi-ang, and Li-Ping-Heng, all high govern- 
ment officials appointed by imperial decree 
to reduce the-legations by fire, sword, and 
famine. 


Sample Chinese Treachery. 

“ Throughout the siege Krupp guns, posted 
en the Imperial City wall and on the gate of 
the city wall facing the palace, bombarded 
the legations. On June 25, by the basest 
treachery, the imperial authorities attempt- 
ed lull the foreigners into a sense of secur- 
ity and then made a sudden and simulta- 
- neous attack upon the legations from the 

imperial palace. Throughout the siege, last- 
ing two months, no food supplies of any kind 
Were permitted to pass the Chinese corden, 
but on July 18 the Chinese Minister insolent- 
ly sent some melons and ice and one sack of 
flour into the British legation, where the 
women and children were gathered, but 
treachery was feared and none would eat 
the flour, Suspicious of its being poisoned. 


Hostilities During Armistice. 


“During the final negotiations, when 
nominally there was an armistice, the Chi- 


nese troops, working day and night, ‘and . 


from thé pavilion of the imperial carriage 
park drove a mine under the British lega- 
tion wall and the two-storied building occu- 
pied by British students. 

“Our rescue was providential, for proba- 
bly by another day there would have been 
an explosion, bursting the way into the 
legation and causing a great logs of life. 


“A similar mine, made by the imperial 


trocps, exploded under the Peitang Cathe- 
dral and ingulfed 200 native Christians. 

“* Moreover, during the armistict, the Chi- 
nese mined the city wall under the American 
barricade. 

“Most profound indignation is felt here 
that Ministers Lo-Feng-Lu and Wu-Ting- 
Fang, whose shambless liés and transmis- 
sion of bogus imperial edicts delayed the de- 
parture of the relief force till nearly too 
late, are still received with honor in London 
and Washington. 

“ Since the arrival of the relief force noth- 
ing has been done that we expected. The 
Boxer leaders have not been sought for or 
punished. The temples, which are known 
to be the headquarters of the Boxers, have 
not been destroyed, while the palace, the 
emblem of Chimese power, is 
honored, left untouched, and inviolate.” 


Discuss Return of Court. 
A dispatch to the Times from Shanghai, 
says: 
Chinese Minister at St. Petersburg 
telegraphs to Li Hung Chang that the pro- 
posal to evacuate Pekin presupposes that 
satisfactory assurances have been given of 
the intention of the court to return to the 
capital forthwith, and urgés the Viceroy 
te earnestly endeavor to bring the powers 
into line regarding the question of evacu- 
Stion, “since if Russia is obliged to recon- 


| ier her decision a loss of prestige is in- 


evitable. 

“Li accordingly memorialized the throne, 
Urging an immediate return of the court to’ 
Pekin, and at the same time in a dispatch 
to the Viceroy of Wu Chang he points out 
that the difficulty of advocating this course 
lies in the evident intention of the foreign 
powers, on the court’s return, to seize the 
Persons of the reactionary leaders. 

“If the Viceroy’s memorial alludes to 
this fact the Emperor’s return is likely to 
be prevented, and, if not, the memorialist 
Will hereafter be regarded as a traitor.

Wedlock was aroused by the intense heat 
and clouds of smoke that filled the house. 
. Calling his wife he hurried to the stairway 
to find it blocked by the flames. His cries 
waked Pollen, who found his wife almost 
unconscious. — ‘ 

Wedlock jammed his hands through the 
the glass and sprang to the ground. Turn- 
| ing to the window he caught his wife as she 
fell from the window. 

Pollen got his wife to a window and 
then began a search for his son. His search 
Was successful and he returned to assist in 
saving his wife. Both were seriously hurt 
in jumping and Mrs. Pollen was fainting 
from the effects of the smoke. 

The firemen hurried into the still burning 
bullding when they heard that the son had 
not been found. Lying on the floor in a 
back room the body of the boy was discov- 
ered, blackened by the smoke which had 
caused his death. The flames had not 
reached his body.

TOSSING THE DEAD INTO SEA, 


Armed Men Compel Squads to 
Up Corpses and Carry Them Out 
in the Gulf. | 


Houston, Tex., Sept. 11, 4a. m.—Additional 
reports from Galveston and vicinity give 
the namés of over 100 hore victims whose 
bodies have been recovered. 

Stories told by the later arrivals not only 
confirm but exaggerate the horror of pre- 
_ vious statements, some of those who escaped 
from the more exposed portions being so 


they are quite unable to talk of it. 

G. L. Russ, passenger conductor on the 
International and Great Northern railroad, 
was among a party of refugees who reached 
this city at midnight. Mr. Russ said: 


Winchester rifles were standing over bury- 
ing squads and at the point of rifie, com- 
pelling them to load the corpses on drays 
to be hauled to barges, on which they are 
towed into the gulf by tugs and tossed into 
the sea. 

“As I left I saw a barge freighted with 
dead on its journey to the gulf, wherein 
it will dump its load. 

' “This manner of burial is imperative; the 
Hving must be protected now.”’ 

Mr. Russ’ story was confirmed. 

State Adjutant General Scurry, who is 
now in Houston, states that the State militia 
will be called out and sent to Galveston to 
prevent looting, vandalism, and other law- 
less acts, and to compel immediate and 
proper burial.

not be known for several days or may be a 
week, but as each small! town is heard from 
the story is of three dead, five dead, ten 
dead, fifteen deag, and so on.

NATION IS, ASKED FOR AID. 

The ‘State of Texas will act through the 
person of Governor Sayers, but the tragedy 
is so appalling, its money loss so great that 
the aid of the people of all the union may be 
needed. It is estimated that between 4,000 
and 5,600 buildings in Galveston have been 
destroyed. Of those that stand many will 
have to be torn down as a matter of safety. 
To bury the dead will be a task of several 
days. 

The whole south side of the city from end 
to end was stripped of every vestige of habi- 
tation from the shore line to a point 1,000 
feet north. Few, if any, buildings escaped 
injury. 


DEAD WASHED FROM GRAVES. 

The dead from the graves were washed 
up and cast out upon the waters, and the 
shore of the bay is littered with corpses, 
while eight ocean steamers and many small 
craft were torn from their moorings and left 
stranded miles away from the city, some to 
bleach and rot. |

COL. ROBERTS MAY BE DEAD. 

Lieutenant Colonel, C. S. Roberts, Adju- 
tant General, Department of Texas, who 
was in Galveston on.a tour of inspection, 
may have beef! among the victims at the 
fort. Of the 120 soldiers there only 15 are 
known to have escaped. 

The loss to the owners of buildings, mer- 
chandise, and personal property probably 
will prove total, as little or no tornado in- 
surance was carried.

TO HAUL WATER 20 MILEs. 

The cutting off of the water supply from 
the city adds to the distress. It will be 
necessary to haul water for drinking and 
cooking purposes for the 40,000 residents 
twenty miles, until arrangements can be 
made to repair the system. The city is in 
darkness and without fire protection. 

The wreck of Galveston was brought 
about by a tempest so terrible that no words 
can describe adequately its intensity, and by 
a flood which turned the city into a raging 
WIND AT AWFUL VELOCITY. 

The Weather bureau records showed the 
wind at a velocity of eighty-four miles an 
hour, then the wind measuring instrument 
blew away, so it is impossible to tell what 
was the maximum. The storm began at 2 
o’clock on Saturday morning. Previous to 
that a great storm had been raging in the 
gulf and the tide was high. The wind at 
frst came from the north and was in direct 
opposition to the force from the gulf. While 
the storm in the gulf piled the water up on 
the beach side of the city, the north wind

ORPHANS’ HOME WRECKED. 

- The Orphans’ Home, Twenty-first street | 
and Avenue M, fell like a house of cards, 
How many dead children and refugees are 
in the ruins could not be ascertained, 

Of the sick in St. Mary's Infirmatory, to- 
gether with the attendants, only eight are 
understood to have been saved. 

The Old Woman’s Home, in Rosenberg 
avenue, collapsed. The Rosenberg School- 
house is a mass of wreckage. The Ball High 
School is an empty shell, crushed and 
broken. Every church in the city, with pos- 
gibly one or two exceptions, is in ruins. 

At the forts nearly all the soldiers are re- 
ported dead, they having been in temporary 
quarters, which gave them no protection 
against the tempest or the flood 


FEAR FOR OTHER INSTITUTE. 

No report has been received from the 
Catholic Orphan Asylum down the island, 
but is seems impossible that it could have 
withstood the hurricane. If it fell all the in- 
mates were no doubt lost, for there was no’ 
aid within a mile. 

The bay front from end to end is in ruins, 
Nothing but piling and the wrecks of great 
warehouses remain. The elevators lost all 
their superworks.and their stocks are dam- 
aged by water. 

The life saving station at Fort Point was 
carried away, the crew being swept across‘ 
the bay fourteen miles to Texas City. 

I saw Captain Haines yesterday, and he 
told me that his wife and one of his crew 
were drowned. 


DEBRIS HEAPED ON SHORE. 
The shore at Texas City contains enough 
wreckage to build a city. Eight persons 
who were swept across the bay during the 
storm were picked up there alive. Five 


Hun- 
dreds of residences along the’ beach front 
were hurriedly abandoned, the families flee- 
ing to dwellings in higher portions of the 
city. Every home was opened to the 
refugees, black or white. The wind was

BAY AND GULF MEET. 

By 8 o'clock the waters of the bay and gulf 
met, and by dark the-entire city was sub- 
merged. The flooding the electric light 
plant and the gas works left the city in 
darkness.

LIKE RATS IN A TRAP. 

During all this time the 40,000 persons of 
Galveston were like rats ‘in traps. The 
highest portion of the city was four or five 
feet under water, while in the great majori- 
ty of cases the streets were submerged to a 
depth of ten feet. To leave a house was to 
drown. To remain was to court death inthe 
wreckage. Such a night of agony was pos- 
sibly never equaled by people of modern 
times. 

Without apparent reason the waters be- 
gan to subside at 1:45a.m. Withintwenty . 
minutes they had gone down two feet and 
before daylight the streets were practically 
freed of the flood waters. In the meantime 
the wind had veered to the southeast. - 

FEW BUILDINGS ESCAPE. 

* Few, if any, buildings escaped injury. . 
There is hardly a habitable, dry house in 
the city. When the people who had escaped 
death went out at daylight to view the work 
of the tempest and the floods they saw the 
most horrible sights imaginable. In the | 
three blocks from Avenue N to Avenue P 
in Tremont street I saw eight bodies.

EIGHT STEAMERS ASHORE, 

Bight ocean steamers were torn rrom 
their moorings and stranded in the bay. 
The Kendal Castle was carried over the 
fints from the Thirty-third street wharf to 
Texas City, and lies in the wreckage of the 
Inman pier. The Norwegian steamer 
Gyiller is stranded between Texas City and 
Virginia Point. An ocean liner was 
gwirled around through the West Bay, 
erashed through the bay bridges, and is

The steamship Taunton was carried 
across Pelican Point and is stranded about 
ten miles up, at East Bay. The Mallory 
steamer Alamo was torn from its wharf 
and dashed upon Pelican flats and the 
bow of the Brifish steamer Red Cross, 
which had previously been hurled there. 
The stern of the Alamo is stove in and the 
bow of the Red Cross is crushed. 

Down the channel to the jetties two other 
ocean steamships are grounded. Some 


_gchooners, barges, and smaller craft are

The tug Louise of the Houston Di- 
rect Navigation company is also a wreck. 
HALF OF CITY DESTROYED. | 

It will take a week to tabulate the dead 
and the missing and to get anything near an 
approximate idea of the monetary loss. It 
is safe to assume that one-half of the prop- 
erty of the city is wiped out and that one- 
half of the residents have to face absolute 
poverty. 

At Texas City three of the residents were 
drowned. One man stepped into a well by a 
mischance and his corpse was found there. 
Two other men ventured along the bay 
front during the height of the storm and 


- were killed. There are few buildings at

Texas City that do not tell the story of the 
storm. The hotel is a complete ruin. The 
office of the Texas City company has some 
of the- walls standing with all the upper 
walls stripped off. Nothing remains of the 
piers except the piling.

FIRST ATTEMPT AT RELIEF. 


‘Rescue Party Starting Out at Daybreak 
Sunday Finds Death and Wreck- | 
age Everywhere. 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 10.—Starting as soon 
as the water began to recede yesterday 
morning, a relief party headed by a repre- 
sentative of the Houston Post hegan the 
work of rescuing the wounded and dying 
Trom the ruins of their homes. The scenes 
présented are almost beyond description. 
Screaming women, bruised and bleeding, 
some of them bearing the lifeless forms of 


ehiidren in their arms; men, broken-hearted 


and sobbing, bewailing thé loss of their 
wives and children; streets filled with float- 
ing rubbish, among which there were many 
bodies of the victims of the storm, consti- 
tuted part of the awful picture. In every 
direction, as far as the eye could reach, thé 
scene of desolation and destruction con- 
‘ The first loss of life reported was that at 
Rietter’s saloon, on the Strand, where three 
of the most prominent citizens of the town 
lost their lives and where many others were 


maimed and ‘imprisoned. The dead were 
Stanley G. Spencer, Charles Kellner, and 


Richard Lord. The three were sitting at 
a table on the first floor, making light of the 
danger, jocularly telling each other that 
they would stay in the city. Suddenly the 
roof caved in and came down with a crash 
into the saloon, killing all of them. - | 


Rescue from Heaps of Debris. 
Those in thé lowe 
escaped with their lives in a remarkable 
Manner. The falling roof and flooring were 
Caught on the bar, the people standing near 
it dodging and resting uhder the débris. It 
fequired several hours of hard work to get 
them out. The negro waiter who was sent 
for the doctor was drowned at the corner of 
the Strand and Twenty-first street, and his 

body was found a short time after. 
The next place visited was the City Hall. 
Here were congregated fully 700 . persons, 
ho were more or less injured in various 
ays. One man, named Lucas Terrace, re- 
ported the loss of fifty lives in the building 
from which he escaped. He himself was se- 
verely injured about the head. 


Dies Grasping Her Diamonds. 

The body of Miss Sarah Summers was 
found by the correspondent near her home 
on the corner of Tremont street and Avenue 
FF her lips smiling, but her features set in 

-@eath, her hands tightly grasping her dia- 
monds. The remains of her sister, Mrs. 
Claude Fordtran, have not been recovered. 

The report from St. Mary's Infirmary 
shows that only eight persons escaped from 
that hospital. The number of patients and 
nurses could not be ascertained, but ordi- 
marily the number of inmates was seldom 


under 100. Rosenberg Schoolhouse, which

was chosen as a place of refuge by the peo- 

“ple of that locality, collapsed. Some of 
those who had taken refuge there escaped-— 
how many cannot be told. 

As Sunday morning dawned the streets 
were lined with people half-clad, crippled in 
every conceivable manner, hobbling as best 
they could to where they could receive at- 
tention of physicians for themselves and 
summon aid for friends and relatives who 
could not move. Police Officer John Bowie, 
who recently. was awarded a prize as the 


* tnost popular officer in the city, was met 


by the Post correspondent in a pitiable 
condition; the toes on both of his feet were 
broken, two ribs caved in, and his head 
wedi bruised, but his own condition, he 
said was nothing. 
“My house, with wife and children, is 
$n the gulf. I have not a thing on earth for 


which to live.” 
The houses of all prominent citizens which 


have escaped destruction have been turned 
into hospitals, as have the leading hote:s. 
There is scarcely one of the houses left 
standing which does not contain one or 
more of the,dead as well as many injured. 


Stocks of Food Are Ruined. 

The rain began to pour down in torrents 
and the party went back down Tremont 
street towards the city. The misery of the 
poor people, all mangled and hurt, pressing 
to the city for medical attention, was great- 
ly augmented by this rain. Stopping at a 
Small grocery store to avoid the rain the 
party found it packed with injured. The 
provisions in the store had been ruined and 
there was nothing for the numerous cus-

It is hard to determine what section of th 
city suffered the greatest damage and loss 
of life. Information from both the extreme 
eastern and extreme western portions of 
the city was difficult to obtain. In fact, it 
was nearly impossible, but the reports Which 
were received indicated that those two sec- 
tions had suffered the same fate that the. 
rest of the city had and toa possibly greater 
degree. 

At the union‘depot scenes similar to those 
met with in other pdrtions of the city were 
tobe found. Baggagemaster Harding picked 
up the lifeless form of a baby girl within a 
few feet of the station. Its parents could not 
be located and are supposed to have been 
lost. 


Drowned in Union Depot. 


The station building had been selected as a 
place of refuge,by a large number of people. 
All windows in the building and a portion of 
the wall at the top were blown in and the’ 
occupants expected every moment to be 


about the building the water must have been 
fully twelve feet deep.-,A couple of small 
shanties were floating about, but there was 
no means of making a. raft or getting a 


boat. 
Big Vessels All Vanish. 
There are now no big vessels about the 
wharves, which were alive with seamen and 


cargoes. 

The three grain elevators and Reymer- 
schoffer mill are wrecks. They are not down, 
but their roofs and the top stories have gone, 
and grain stored therein has probab:.y been 
ruined by the rain. - 

The damage to the ships at this time, when 
‘the demand for tonnage is so great, is re- 
garded as one of the worst features of the 
disaster from a business standpoint. None 
of the vessels is irretrievably icst, but it 
will take some time to get the boats off and 
to get them repaired, even though they are 
not wrecks. 

In the business portion of the city the dam- 
age cannot even be estimated approximate- 
ly. The wholesale houses along the Strand 
had about seven feet of water on their 
ground floors, and all window ‘panes and 
glass protectors of all kinds were demoi- 
ished. The top of the Moody Bank Building 
was blown away, and the fixtures of every 
house in this long business thoroughfare 


was destroyed. 


STATEMENT OF TEXAS EDITOR. 

BR. M. Johnston of Houston Post Says 

People Fear to Learn Full 
Details.

The damage in Houston from wind and 
water is comparatively light: One life was 
lost here, from. falling wirea At Bayside 
resorts, about twenty-five miles from Hous- 
ton, the houses were mostly blown away 
and five or six deaths are known, while fif- 
teen or twenty people, supposed to be 
drowned, are yet missing. | . 

West and southwest of Houston for fifty 
miles the country has been swept and losses 
are heavy, but few deaths are reported. Big 
sugar plantations at Sartartia and Sugar- 
land were greatly’injured and thé mills are 
in ruins. Cotton has been widely injured. 
The losses on the mainland in an area of 
more than fifty miles square are considera- 
bly over $1,000,000, with probably a score of 
deaths. 

Galveston is yet isolated. The bridges 
from the mainland to the island dre de- 
stroyed, and it may take a month to properly 
repair them. The boats available are few, 
so that until a relief party and m@wspaper 
men got to the island this morning or after- 
noon no one had been able to cross since th 
storm. 

_ The Post correspondent at Galveston made 
his way through the storm yesterday, and 
it was abating.. He reached Houston last 
night. From his hurried view of the disas- 
ter yesterday Galveston appears to be one 


great wreck, and conservative estimates 
of dead from drowning run all the way from 
400 to 1,500. 


Water was ten feet in parts of the island, 
and houses were washed away by hun- 
dreds. Eight ‘large vessels were wrecked. 
The greatest suffering is for water, as the 
cisterns were destroyed and the water-works 
wrecked. A relief party with water and 
‘provisions and small boats went from here 
this morning, but no word.has been received 
from them. 
. Houston is dreading to hear the full de- 
tails from Galveston, as the story will be 
one of the saddest for many years, even at 
its best. The party from Galveston yester- 
day estimate half the property of the city 
destroyed. This is a brief outline of all that 
we have been able to secure up to this time, 
after the most strenuous and persistent ef- 
forts. The need of assistance is urgent, and 
contributions sent to Governor Sayers at

piled. 


VICTIMS MAY NUMBER 5,000. 


Dallas Editor Reports Loss of Life at 
Galveston Even Greater than 
Was Estimated. i 


Dallas, Tex., Sept. 10.—The following sta 
ment of the situation at Galveston and 
along the coast was sent out tonight: 

‘From the latest reports, which are con- 
sidered reliable, the disaster at Galveston 
and along the coast has not been exag- 
gerated. The waters of the gulf and bay 
met, covering the island to a depth of six 
to twelve feet. During this sudden flodd a 
‘most terrible storm was raging, the wind 
blowing about eighty miles per hour. Many 
of the dead havé been uncovered; others 
are still under the débris; others carried out 


to sea. 
“It is not possible to give at this timea | 


reliable report as to the number of deaths. 
From estimates made by reliable persons 
who have just come from Galveston it is be- 
lieved that not less than 1,500 and possibly 
as many as 5,000 people were destroyed. Of 
course, the wounded and broken are numer- 
ous. The damage to property is most shock- 
ing. 

a Some of the best public buildings and 
private establishments were wrecked. Thou- 
sands of homes were swept entirely. away. 
It is quite safe to set this down as one of the 
greatest disasters that has ever visited the 
United States. The loss of property is ir- 
reparable; the loss of life is appalling.

STORM’S PATH IS PECULIAR. 


Government Weather Bureau Gives Of- 
ficial Data on the Origin of the 
- Texas Hurricane. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Special.}— 
As marked out on the charts of the Weather 


‘Bureau the storm which struck Galveston 


had a peculiar course. It was first definitely 
located south by east of San Domingo, 
and the last day of August the center of the 
disturbance was approximately at a point 
fixed by 14 degrees north latitude and 68 de- 
grees west longitude. From there it made a 
course almost due -northeast, passing 
through Kingston, Jamaica, and if it had 
continued on this same line it would have 
struck Galveston just the same, but some- 
what earlier than it did. The storm appar- 
ently was headed for Galveston all the time, 
but on Tuesday of last week, when almost 
due south of Cienfuegos, Cuba, it changed its 
course s0 as to go almost due north, across 
the Island of Cuba, through the toe of the 
Florida peninsula, and up the coast to the 
vicinity of Tampa. Here the storm made 
another sharp turn to the westward and 
headed again almost straight for Galveston. 

It was this sharp turn to the westward 
which could not be anticipated, so the 
Weather Bureau sent out its hurricane sig- 
nals both for the Atlantic and the gulf coast, 
well understanding that the prediction as to 
one of these coasts would certainly fail. As 
soon as the storm turned westward from 
below Tampa the Weather Bureau knew the 
Atlantic coast was safe, and turned Its at- 
tention toward the gulf. 


Timely Warning to Galveston. 

The people of Galveston had abundant 
warning of the coming of the hurricane, but, 
of course, could not anticipate the destruc- 
tive energy it would gain on the way across 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

The Weather bureau was informed that the 
first sign of the disturbance was noticed on 
Aug. 30 near the Windward Islands. On 
Aug. 31 it still was in the same neighbor- 
hood. The storm did not develop any hurri- 
cane features during its slow passage 
through the Caribbean Sea and across Cuba, 
but was accompanied by tremendous rains. 
During the first twelve hours of Sept. 8, in 
Santiago, Cuba, 10.50 inches rain fell and 2.80 
inc.es fell in the next twelve. On Sept. 4 
the rainfall during twelve hours in Santiago 
was 4.44 inches, or a total fall in thirty-six 
hours of 17.20 inches. There were some high 
winds in Cuba the night of Sept. 4. : 


| By the morning of the 6th the storm center 


% 


was a short distance northwest of Key West, 
Fla., and the high winds had commenced 
over southern Florida, forty-eight miles an 
hour from the east being reported from Jupi- 
ter and forty miles from the northeast from 
Key West. During the 6th barometric con- 
ditions overthe eastern portion of the United 
States so’ far changed as to prevent the 
movement of the storm along the Atlantic 
coast, and it, therefore, continued north- 
west over the Gulf of Mexico. 


Storm Signals Raised in Texas. 

On the morning of the 7th it apparently 
was central south of the Louisiana coast, 
about longitude 89, latitude 28. At this time 
storm signals were ordered up on the north 
Texas coast and during the day were extend- 
ed along the entire coast. On the morning 
of the 8th the storm was nearing the Texas 
coast and was apparently central at abou 
latitude 28, longitude 04. ‘ 

Up to yesterday morning no reports were 
received from southern Texas, but the ba- 


) rometer at Fort Worth gave some indica- 


tions that the storm was passing into the 
southern portion of the State. An observa- 
tion taken at San Antonio at 11 o’clock, but 
not received until 5:30 o’clock, indicated 
that the center of the,storm had passed a 
short distance east of that place and had 
then turned to the northward. 

The next information recélved this morn- 
ing was that it had reached Oklahoma and 
had lost most of its energy. ‘

Marine Record on Shipping Probably

TWO TOWNS SUFFER LITTLE. 


Sabine Pass and Port Arthur Inundat- 
ed, but the Damage Is Less 
than Supposed. 


Beaumont, Tex., Sept. 10.—The Towns of 
Sabine Pass and Port Arthur, news from 
which has been anxiously awaited, passed 


through the terrific storm of Saturday virtu- 


| 


ally unscathed. At Port Arthur the water 
spread over the town, but it did not reach 
a depth sufficient to destroy buildings. The 
town pleasure plier was washed away com- 
pletely, as was also the pier in front of the 
Gales and Elwood homes. The dredge Flor- 
ida, property of the New York Dredging 
company, which cut the Port Arthur chan- 
nel, sunk at the mouth of Taylor Bayou. No 
other property of consequence was injured, ° 

At Sabine Pass the water reached a depth 
of about three feet, but nothing except small 
buildings near the water front were washed 
away, Several mud scows and slo6ps were 
washed ashore. The Southern Pacific 
wharves and warehouses were not damaged 
in the least, and the lumber piled on the 
docks did not float off. The railway between 
this city and Sabine Pass is under water 
for a distance of twelve miles, but not more 
than four miles is washed out. 

The life saving station of Sabine Pass was 
washed from its blocks, but the light tower 
was not damaged. The only probable dead 
are Ed Guenff and Albert Deatridge, white 
men. They were on the jetties when the 
storm came. The life saving crew was una- 
ble to reach them. 


PREDICTS STORM AT GALVESTON 


Prof. Andrew Jackson De Voe of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., Makes Remarkable 
Prophecy of the Texas Cyclone. 


Professor Andrew Jackson De Voe of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., predicted the storm 
that inundated Galveston on Saturday, but 
he made the date Sept. 9 instead of Sept. 8. 
Professor’ De Voe makes his weather fore- 
casts in an almanac published by a Ten- 
nessee medicine company. In his forecasts 
for the month of September, 1900, Professor 
De Voe says: | 

On the 9th a great cyclone will form over the 
Gulf of Mexico and move up the Atlantic coast, 
causing heavy rains from Florida to Maine from 
the 10th to 12th. . 

This is not all that the professor has to say 
in regard to the destruction that is yet to 
take place in September. He also predicts 
that on the 23d a great storm of wind and 
rain will form over the extreme Northwest- 
ern States, causing considerable damage; 
the 24th and 25th; sultry, showery weather, 
‘followed by a cold wave. The month, the 
professor says, will close with frosts over 
the Northwestern States, heavy rains over 
the Ohio Valley, and warm weather over the 
Atlantic coast States. 


DISASTER WILL DIVERT TRADE. 


Vice President Morton Believes Gal- 
veston’s Export Business Is Bound 
to Suffer for Several Months. 


The only Chicago road that has any termi- 
nals in Galveston is the Santa Fé. Vice 
President Morton of this road said he had 
received no direct advices as regards the 
damage done to his road, but he feared it 
was heavy. There was no doubt in his 
mind that the disaster would cause ‘the 
diversion of export business for the next 
few months from Galveston, and that it 
would take some time for that city to regain 
its former prestige. The Santa Fé, however, 
would not suffer as much as some of the 
Texas roads having to depend entirely upon 
Galveston or gulf coast business, as most of 
the business which would have goné to Gal- 
veston over his road would go east to the 
Atlantic seaboard and the Santa Fé would 
get the long haul on that business,

Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Special.]— 


Acting Secretary Meiklejohn today placed 


60,000 army rations and tents for 6,000 per- 
jJons at the disposal of Governor Sayers for 
the relief of the huyrrickne sufferers in 
Texas. This was done by direction of the 
President, in response to an appeal in be- 
half of the stricken people of Galveston by 
Richard Spillane, a citizen of Galveston.

and said the disaster which had overtaken 
the city is appalling in its results; that many 
lives had been lost and a vast amount of 
property destroyed. Mr.:Spillane also said 

that national and State aid was imperative 

t once for the relief of the destitute citizens 

tof-Galveston, and urged that whatever is 

one might be ordered immedfiately, as the 

necessity is pressing. 

, Owing to the urgency of the appeal the 

President forthwith placed rations and tent- 

jge at the disposal of Governor Sayers.

WITNESS TELLS OF DISASTER. 
Civil Engineer Returns from Galveston 
After Viewing Deadly Work by 

the Hurricane. 


Houston, Tex., Sept. 10.—A. V. Kellogg, a 
civil engineer in the employ of the Houston 
and Texas Central railroad in Texas City, 
went to Galveston on Saturday morning, 
leaving on: the Galveston, Houston and 
Henderson train, which departs from 
Houston at 9:45 o’clock. Mr. Kellogg re- 
lates an interesting story of his experiences 
getting into Galveston, of the storm and its 
effects, and how he managed to get out of the 
city and into Houston again, arriving. here 
yesterday afternoon. 

“When we crossed the bridge over Gal- 
veston Bay, going into Galveston,”’ said Mr. 
Kellogg, ‘‘ the water had reached an eleva- 
tion equal to the bottom caps of the pile 
bents, or two feet below the level of the 
track. After crossing the bridge and reach- 
ing a point some two miles beyond we were 
stopped by reason of a washout of the track 
ahead and were compelled to wait one hour 
for a relief train to come over the Galveston, 
Houston and Henderson track. 


Waves Touch Wheels of Train. 

“ During this period of one hour the water 
rose a foot and a half, running over the 
rails of the track. The relief train signaled 
us to return half a mile to higher ground, 
where the passengers were transferred, the 
train crew leaving with the passengers and 


going on the relief train. The water had 


reached an elevation of eight or ten inches 
above the Galveston, Houston, and Hender- 
eon track, and was flowing in a westward 
direction at a terrific speed. The train crew 
was compelled to wade ahead of the engine 
and dislodge driftwood from the track. | 

* At 1:15 we arrived at the Santa Fé Union 
Depot. At that period of the day the wind 
was increasing and had then reached a 
velocity of about thirty-five miles an hour. 


Homeless Fill the Hotel. 

“after arriving at Galveston I immedi- 
ately went to the Tremont Hotel, where I 
remained the balance of the day and dur- 
ing the night. At 5:80 o’clock the water 
had begun to creep into the rotunda of the 
hotel, and by 8 o’clock it was twenty-six 
inches above the floor of the hotel, or about 
six and one-half feet above the street level. 
The front windows of the hotel were blown 
out, the roof‘was torn off, and the sky- 
lights over the rotunda fell crashing on the 
floor below. The refugees began to come 
into the hotel between 5:30 and 8 o'clock, 
until at least 800 or 1,000 persons had sought 
safety there. The floors were strewn with 
people all during the night. 


Dead Bodies in the Streets. 

“IT arose early on Sunday morning. The 
sights in the streets were appalling. The 
water on Tremont street had lowered some 
eight feet from the high water mark, leaving 
the. pavement clear for two blocks north 
and seven blocks south of the Tremont Hotel. 
The streets were full of débris, the wires 
were all down, and the buildings were ina 
much damaged condition. Every building in 
the business district was damaged, with 
but one or two exceptions, noticeably the 
Levy Building and Union Depot, both of 
which remain intact: and went through the 
storm withoutascratch. The refugees came 
pouring into the heart of the city, many of 
them having little clothing and scores were 
almost naked. They were homeless and 
without food, and many had lost their all 
and were really in destitute circumstances. 

“Mayor Jones. issued a call for a mass- 


meeting, which was held on Sunday morn-. 


ing at 9 o’clock, and was attended by a large 
number of prominent citizens. Steps were 
taken to furnish provisions and relieve the 
suffering of the refugees and bury the dead.

Entire Fleet Driven Ashore. 

“The scene on the docks was a terrible 
one. The small working fleet and the larger 
schooners were washed up over the docks 
and railroad tracks in frightful confusion. 
The Mallory docks were demolished. The 
elevators were tornin shreds. Three ocean 
liners were anchored off the docks, and 
seemed to be in good condition. The damage 
to the shipping interests is something im- 
mense, the Huntington improvements be- 
ing entirely swept away. 

“TI tried to get out of the town as quick 
as I could and succeeded in securing passage 
on the first sloop which sailed, the Annie K., 
Captain. Willoughby. We sailed from the 
Twenty-second slip at 11 o'clock, with 
seven people aboard. When we got outside 
of the harbor we found a terrible gale blow- 
| ing and the sea running high. Under three 
reefs and the peak down we set our course 
for North Galveston. 

“ As we passed Pelican Flats we could see 
the English steamer anchored off over 
towards where the railroad bridge should 
be, and came to the conclusion that it had 
, evidently broken the water mains and ¢ut 
-the supply off from the city. Another ocean 
+liner could be seen off the shore of Texas 
-City, in what would seem to have been about 
_two feet of water in a normal tide. | 
. “We passed within a few hundred yards 
‘of where the Half-Moon Lighthouse once 
stood, but could see no evidences of the light- 
house, it being completely washed away. 
The waters of the bay were strewn with 
‘hundreds of carcasses of dead animals. We 
had a hazardous passage, running against 
a five mile tide, but: managed to reach 
North Gaiveston at 1:35 0’clock. _ 

“At North Galveston we found that a 
tidal wave had crossed the peninsula, car- 
rying destruction in its path. The factory 
building and the opera-house were blown 
down and other buildings destroyed. While 
‘there were no deaths reported at North 
Galveston, there were many hardships en- 
/dured during the battle with the elements.” 


| Night of Horror in. Depot. 

One hundred and fifty persons of Heuston 
spent the night of the storm in the Grand 
Central depot there, which, standing in an 
isolated position, was exposed to the full 
force of the storm. The tin sheeting of the 
roof was biown off shortly after 8 o'clock, 
followed half an hour later by the upripping 
of the roof itself. All the windows of the 
building were blown in, and the collapse of 
the tall chimneys, throwing tons of brick 
about the depot yard, caused a panic, it 
being thought the building was going to suc- 
cumb to the force of the wind, 

_F. T. Woodward and J. 8. A. Thomas of 
Dallas gave a graphic description of the 
night of terror. } 
** At 8 o'clock,” said Mr. Woodward, “ the 
wind was blowing a gale. Sign boards and 
awnings were torn from their fastenings and 
whirled through the air like chaff. About 
150 peeple were gathered in the Grand Cen- 
tral depot, and the first genuine alarm was 
caused by the blowing in of the windows of 
the general offices in the upper stories of the 
depot. The terrifying sound of the bursting 
glass was the beginning of the seven hours 
of mortal dread that ensued until the storm 
had spent its force. | 
.“ Then, above the crashing of glass and 
the flapping, pounding, and tearing of the 
sheets of tin roofing, was heard a new sound 
that struck all with terror. It was that of 
falling brick.- Every one stood crouched, 
prepared to leap to either side as the occa- 
sidn might require. 

Fear Walls Are Falling. 
_ * Every one realized the gravity of the sit- 
uation, but no one could make a sound. There 
was no shrieking, no fainting. 

“Tt was soon learned that the entire wall 
stood unbroken and that the fall of brick and 
mortar was only the collapse of several large 
chimneys surmounting the top of the build- 
yn soon as this became known the effect 
upon the awestricken crowd was electrical. 
Men lit cigars, women cheered and laughed, 
and, though more chimneys fell, more glass 
was shivered, and the loosened tin on the 
roof continued te pound furiously until near- 

o’clock in the morning, there was no 
more panic and all felt that the building 
withstand the fury of the storm.”

| promises of aid. The Mayor’s proclamation 


asks citizens to send contributions to him 
to be forwarded to Houston. 

The call for aid came from the Mayor of 
Houston, where an organization has been 
formed for the distribution of supplies. It 
added confirmation to the reports of the 
disaster, and Mayor Harrison acted at once. 


Proclamation by the Mayor. 

The Mayor's proclamation follows:

ONE MAN SAVES NINE LIVES. 


James Black of Morgan’s Point Braves 
the Flood in Bringing the Help- 
less to Safety. , 


Houston, Tex., Sept. 10.—[Special.}—James 
Black, proprietor of the Black House and a 


saved the lives of nine persons, battling 
against the tidal wave at the time it swept 
three feet deep up the streets of that town. 
His first rescue was that of the wife of W. 8. 
Wall of Houston, Tex. Mrs. Wall had been 
staying at her Summer home in Morgan's 
Point, and, intending to return to Houston 
on Saturday night, had gone to Black's hotel 
to get a carriage. The wave broke upon 
the town before she had been at the hotel 
half an hour. Alarmed at the rushing waters 
that swept three feet deep up against the 
hotel steps Mr. Black rushed through the 
house calling upon all to flee for their lives. 
The house of A. B. Vincent, five blocks 
away, was thought to be a safe place and 
to that residence all fled, Mr. Black bearing 
Mrs. Wall safely, although narrowly escap- 
ing being crushed to death by an enormous 
log borne along by the rushing waters. 

By successive trips through the continually 
rising waters, Mr, Black rescued his aged 
father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. James 
Black, and a Mrs. Rushmore, together with [ 
her two daughters, two grandchildren, and 
a woman whose name was not learned. 

Louis Braquet, manager of the hotel, 
rescued his wife and a colored servant girl 
in like manner, but returning a third time 
to the hotel was engulfed by the waves 
and lost. William Jones, a servant, left 
in charge of Mr. Wall's home, was not 
heard of after the storm broke and it is 
thought he was lost. The Vincent residence 
withstood the onset of the waves, and all 
who had taken refuge in it made their way 
safely to Houston on the first rescue train. s 

“ The escape of my wife was miraculous,")

BOOM IN PRICE OF COPRON 


DESTRUCTION OF TEXAS CROP IS. 
THE CAUSE OF A PANIC. 


New York Exchange Excited ver the 
Probable Shortage in Stock and the. 
Quotations Go Up 100 Points—Dis- 
aster at Galveston Expected to In- 
terfere with the Shipping Arranged 
for This Month—New Orleans Bulls 
Corner Every Bale in Sight. _ 
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‘New York,’ Sept. 10.—{Special.]—The dis- 
aster at Galveston, which is the second 
largest cotton depot in the United States, 
caused another panic on the Cotton Ex-’ 
change today, and sent the price of cotton 
futures to the highest point in ten years. 
September cotton sold up to $10.50; an ad- 
vance of 100 points. Cotton has advanced 
within the last ten days over $7.50 a bale,’ 
and there is every indication that the price 
will reach the highest point since the war 
as a result of the Texas storm. 

‘The hopes of the bears have been centered 
in the good condition of the Texas crop. Up 
to this time the crop of that State has been 
in excellent’ condition. The Brazos Valley 
in Texas furnishes a large proportion of the 
Texas crop, and this is the section which 
seems to have suffered much damage in the 
storm. According to the experts at the Cot-' 
ton Exchange the loss as a result of the 
storm may be as much as 1,000,000 bales, 
which would be more than one-tenth of the 
entire crop for the present year. The esti-, 
mate thus far is only 9,500,000 bales for the 
entire country, which is 1,000,000 short of a 
normal crop. 

Orders May Not Be Filled. : 

The Galveston disaster will have an im-. 
portant bearing on the immediate movement 
of cotton from that port to Europe, and as a 
result the English spinners were in a state 
ef panic tonight. The stock of cotton in 
Galveston on Saturday awaiting shipment 
to Liverpool was 18,000 bales. The engage- 
ments for ocean tonnage for the present 
month from that port aggregated about 
200,000 bales. There is great anxiety in Wall ' 
street as well as in Liverpool as to whether . 
these engagements can now be fulfilled. 

Frantic efforts were made today by the 
members of the Cetton Exchange to get into 
communication with their correspondents in 
Galveston, but the efforts were unsuccessful. 

The news of the disaster had almost no 
effect on the stock market, though there was ° 
a slight disposition to sell the stocks of the 
Southwestern roads. . 

As a result ef the big jump in cotton prices 
there were two small failures on the Cotton 
Exchange. The two brokers who were sus- 
pended were L. G. Schiffer and his son, Gay 
R. Schiffer, who were heavy traders. Both 
men expect to resume business in a few days. 


New Orleans Stock Cornered. 


Orleans cotton market opened 60 points up 
this morhing over Saturda;’’s closing, the 
feature of the day being the cornering of 
the spot market by W. P. Brown & Co., the 
leaders of the New Orleans bull movement. 
Brown & Co. purchased all the available 
cotton in New Orleans, amounting to 3,300 
bales, and are said to have sold 6,000 bales 
at Liverpool at the top figure, the highest 
since Oct. 4, 1881. They are also reported to 
own 20,000 bales now afloat for Liverpool. 

Falling in with New York and Liverpool 
the New Orleans market showed an open- 
ing advance ranging from 41 points on May 
contracts to 60 points on November, the 
current month showing a gain on the first 
call over Saturday’s closing of 54 points, or 
$2.70 per bale. There was a slight reaction. 
due to the large liquidating movement, but 
the recovery was quick and prices stiffened, 
with the upward tendency decidedly mani- | 
fest again. 

Liverpool Market Excited. 


LIVERPOOL, Sept. 10.—There was con- 
siderable excitement on the Cotton Ex- 
change here today; business was quite dis- 
organized, and prices were unsettled by the 
peculiar conditions arising from the scarcity 
‘of cotton, which was accentuated today by 
the news of the terrible destruction wrought 
by the tornado at Galveston and in the 
vicinity of that city. 


Cotton Seriously Damaged. 

Houston, Tex,, Sept. 10.—There is no doubt 
that the cotton crop has been seriously in- 
jured throughout southern and central 
Texas. Owing to the excessive rains this 
year the cotton has grown to weed more 
than evereknown, and in some fields it ranges 
from six to ten feet high and is rank with 
leaf. The wind has whipped and twisted the 
stalks, beating the open cotton out of the 
burr, and the rain has heaten it into the 
ground so that it is ruimed. That which is 
not yet open is all that will be left, and the 
boll weevil has been doing damage to the 
young cotton, so that the outlook is now. 
gloomy so far as this section is concerner. 
Correspondents at all points report that 
much damage has been done to the crop. 

Louisiana Rice Crops Suffers. 

Jennings, La., Sept. 10.—The southwest 
Louisiana rice crop has suffered considera- 
ble loss from the storm that swept over this 
locality on Saturday and Sunday night. The 
wind was accompanied by considerable rain, 
which came in fierce dashes, weighing down 
the rice and making it more susceptible to 
blowing down by the heavy wind. Rice men 
estimate the damage at 10 to 15 per cen 
of the crop as a whole. :

farmhouse property.

The loss to 
this community from the storm Is estimated 
by the most reasonable citizens at about

PEKIN, Aug. 26 [delayed], via Shanghai, 
Sept. 8.—Yesterday a member of the Jap- 
anese Legation, guided by the secretary of 
the Tsung-li-Yamen, found a body outside 
the southeast gate, which was identified as 
Sugiyama Akira, the Chancellor of the Jap- 
anese Legation, who was murdered by Chi- 
nese in Jfine Tast. The body was cremated 
and the ashes prepared for shipment. 
-Yesterday’s conference grranged the tri- 
umphal march to the palace in the following 
order: Russians and Japanese, 800 men;

Consul Goodnow Says 93 Are Known to 
Be Dead and 170 Miss-

, General here, after inquiries in every possi- 


ble source, learns that the number of Brit- 
tish and American missionaries probably 
murdered during the uprising in China has 
been ninety-three, while 170 others stationed 
in Chi-Li and Shan-8i provinces are unac- 


acounted for, and there fs reason for the be- 
lief that they, have met the same fate. 

Of those whose deaths have been abso- 
lutely proven twenty-two were Americans 


| —eight men, eight women, and six children; 
‘and thirty-four were British—nine men, fif- 


teen women, and ten qhifldren. There is 
strong proof that thirty-seven more were 
killed at Tai-Yuen. All the natives from 
that place -tell substantially the same story, 
Ten men, thirteen women, and seven chil- 
dren are known to have been there. 

The list of missing numbers: Americans, 
20 men, 21.women, and 20 children; British, 
41 men, 49 women, and 19 children. : 

It is impossible to get the number of the 
Catholics killed, but there were many 
French priests and’ sisters, and some were 
in the country where the Russians are fight- 
ing. There were also several sagt and 
Danish Protestants. 

The massacre and persecution of Chinese 
Christians continues everywhere, and it is 
said the anti-foreign leaders intend to ex- 
terminate them, and minor officials are 
sending memorials to the Dowager Empress 
thanking her for ridding the country of for- 
eigners. All the information coming from 
the interior is that, except in those parts of 
the country which the foreign troops oc- 
cupy, the people believe that the 
has won great pases and driven out the 
foreigners.

BERLIN, Sept. 10.—Speaking of the pro- 
posal to withdraw a portion of the troops

“If you want to get at the bottom of the 
big water steals in the Stock-Yards district, 
you should have Mike Gahan help you. He 
knows all about the pipes laid there and can 
point out every one of them. There are a 
number of illicit pipes leading into Armour 
& Co.'s plant, Nelson Morris & Co.'s, and 
Swift & Co.’s. Gahan knows all of them and 
he can help you.. He knows of a man named 
Weir, who also knows all about the pipes and 
mains. If you are honest in your efforts 
to discover who is stealing water from the 
city and making the people pay for it, Gahan 
can assist you.” 

Packing firms offer to aid the city in the 
attempts which are being made to reveal 
hidden connections with the city water 
mains; City Engineer Ericson stated that 
nothing as yet had been found which indi- 
cated that the firms had been getting water 
from the city without paying for it. Pipe 
stripping will continue today, and it is as- 
serted that other developments may follow 
the investigations. The yards are patrolled 
at night by policemen and detectives to pre- 
vent any efforts which per be made by 
firms to hide connections with the water 
mains. 

The firms call the attempt to disclose. 
frauds in the yards an effort to attract 
notoriety. “ This alleged water steal has a 
close resemblance to a campaign move- 
ment,”’ said a manager of one of the firms. 
“If there are cases such as “those which 
have been claimed I advise the city to go 
ahead and get to the bottom of the frauds, 
but I do not believe that they will be found.”’

AUTHOR’S “LABOR OF LOVE.”

He has 
written a rousing romance of early Ilinois 
end of the Mississippi River as it was two- 
thirds of a century ago.

fhe novel is called “ The Romance of Gil- 
bert Holmes,”’ and is issued by the World 
Rallway Publishing company of this city. 
It is a handsome volume of 425 pages and is 
declared by the author to be wholly a labor 

of love. 


* The story makes little pretense to plot, , 


put consists chiefly of an extended series 


youthful hero, Gilbert Holmes. These are 
loosely interwoven with a slight but dainty 
love theme, and the whole book is permeated 
with the author's philosophy of life and 
observations of human nature. In more than 


drawing upon his own youthful experience, 
though some of the adventures through 
which he puts Gilbert may seem to need an 
affidavit to make them altogether credible. 

The historical characters are among the 
strongest and most convincing in the book. 
Black Hawk appears on the scenes in the’ 
earlier chapters in a heroic rdéle, and Mr. 
Kirkman further champions the cause of 
the abused Sac chief elsewhere in the story. 

Mr. Kirkman locates the birthplace of his 


the great State of Illinois, near the spot 
where the Big and Little Sandy mingle their 
shallow waters.to form the wandering 
Mauvaise Terre.” The wolves still uttered 
their doleful cry on the edges of the forests 
at the time when Gilbert is supposed to have 
done his first deeds of prowess 4s a lad of 
12 in the year 1838.

His descriptive powers are good 
and what he lacks in dramatic terseness is 
compensated for by his graphic powers and 
by the skillful use of a sunny romantic 
atmosphere. 


How Lincoln Comes In. 


One of the earliest scenes is that in which 
Gjlbert’s father loses his whole fortune by 
the foundering of a ferry boat on the Mis- 
sissippil. Though his father and mother are 
rescued from the river by Black Hawk, the 
boy is soon afterward left an orphan without 
a@ home. In this crisis his young uncle, Job 
Throckmorton, offers to take Gilbert with 
him on his travels. A maiden aunt, who 
wants to adopt the young hero, sends a 
jawyer in pursuit, and it is this wily enemy 
who keeps the youth forever fleeing into new 
adventures. The persecution of Lawyer 
Moth and the youth's loveof his sweethéart, 
‘Constance, furnish the thread on which the 
author has strung his wealth of romantic 
episodes. Gilbert is represented as telling 
his own story long years afterward. 

In his ride across the prairies in a stage 
coach Gilbert is thrown into the company of 
**a tall gentleman with a melancholy visage, 
fwho sat beside him, wrapped in a great mi!- 
dtary cloak, as was the fashion at that time.”’ 


wotes an excellent descriptive chapter. 
When the melancholy person finally awakes 
from a nap and smiles at the boy beside him, 
the transformation is such as to embolden 
Gilbert after a while to inquire artlessly of 
the man how it came that he had two faces. 
The description continues: 

“Every part of this singular being cor- 
responded to his face, so that no loophole 
was left by which to come at his rea! pres- 
encer Thus balked, my mind filled with ro- 
mantic imaginings concerning him as he 
had stood revealed by his benign salutation, 
and I saw—though only asa youth might see 
puch things and ponder them—that the face 
Was one that In its processes could at will still 
the minds of men or cause them to follow its 
possessor, if profit in trade or other motive 
called forth its hidden power; a face that at 
the fireside odr in the turmoil of politics, if its 
owner were that way inclined, would win 
and retain the love of those about him: a 
face so hidden or so open in its candor that 
mo one would think 1 od et than that its 
every thought stood revealed. A noble face, . 
end without wrong, but concealing in its 
depths, as I afterward came to know, am- 
bitions so boundless and hopes so great that 
the means necessary to attain their ends in 
this‘undeveloped country appeared so com- 
monplace and vulgar that every instinct of 
the man’s aspiring soul revolted at the dis- 
gusting sacrifice."’

‘You do not deserve to die by the hands 
of a gentleman, and I will spare you, though 
you would have murdered me; but on con- 
dition that you turn over to Mr. Throck- 
morton: the money you have taken from Mr. 
Singleton, and afterward do as I say,’ Mr. 
Davis answered, without making any move. 

The scene ends with the restitution of the 
money, and the punishment meted out to 
the villain:is that he shall not return to the 
boat. He turns up again in some murderous 
scenes toward the close of the book, figuring 
in a tragedy that takes place in Black 
Hawk's deserted cabin. 


Parting of the Ways. 


This is only one episode in Mr. Kirkman’s 
long romance, but before leaving it one feels 
tempted to quote a paragraph from his chap- 
ter on “‘ Abraham Lincoln and Jefferson Da- 
‘vis—the Parting of the Ways.” 

* Never before, I must believe, have men 
stood: beside each other in such unconscious 
regard of the greatness of their souls and the 
exalted destiny fate had in store for them as 
Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Davis. Looking back 
now to that far-off day through the mists of 
gathering years and-over the heads of in- 
tervening men, I see them again as then, 
distinct and apart from all others; and thus 
I shall always see them. In many. things 
they were alike, differing only in unimpor- 
tant particulars. Mr. Davis’ bearing was 
truly great, his carriage and dignity and 
chivalrous character stamping him as one 
born to command. . . The crucible of 
misery through which Mr. Lincoln had 
passed, and that ever caused his heart to 
pulsate with tender emotion, Mr. Davis had 
happily escaped. Yet in all things he was 
not less gentle, nor did he in any way lack 
in conception of men’s needs or desire to fur- 
ther them so far as lay in his power.”’ 

Gilbert's adventures are crowded closely 
together and are not always convincing, but 
‘they never fail to be interesting. He is also 
suspiciously young to have such a delicate 
affair of the heart as that which binds’him 
‘to his gentle Constance, but of the beauty 
and delicacy of the author’s touch in the 
love scenes there can be no question. Here 
is the description of Constance: - 

“At 16 she was such perfection of loveli- 
ness that there was no joy like that of being 
near her, and if I but touched her hand 
heaven itself, I thought, could not convey 
‘greater happiness. Yet, strangely enough, I 
could not have told the color of her eyes, if 
indeed they were always the same, which I 
knew they were not. Nor could I have 
described her mouth, except that it ex- 
pressed such tenderness that its like was 
never seen before.’ Of her face this I know, 
that it was oval, but of -her complexion, it 
was of such delicacy of white and pink that 
no one could describe it, nor have conceived 
anything so perfect. Her hair, too, like her 
eyes, could not be described, but was ever 
taking on some different phase or color, so 
that if you thought you knew its every shade 
of loveliness some new light or manner of 
arrangement would add beauties to it not 
before dreamed of."’ 

The story ends happily, as all well ordered 
romances should, and the reader is given a 
glimpse of Constance, now a “ sweet lady,” 
nearing the sunset of life, whose devotion 
to Gilbert is as steady as in the far off day 
when he. rescued her as a little girl from a 
wolf that carried her off in the Illinois 
forests.

BANK SNEAKS GB? $3500, 


ROB SOUTH EVANSTON INSTITU- 
TION BY A TRICK. 


While One Thief Decoys John C. Ter- 
hunme to Sidewalk and Talks About 
Investing $4,000 Accomplice Enters 
Rear Door, Escaping Without At- 
_tracting Attention — Banker Once 
“‘Waitea for Jesse James with Re- 
Ready. 


John c Terhune, who knew Jesse and 
Frank James personally, and who for fifteen 
years, as cashier of the First National Bank 
at Marysville, Mo., waited with a gun for a 
raid from the famous robbers, lost $3,500 
yesterday to two everyday Chicago bank 

r. terhune is sole proprietor of the Citi- 
zens’ Bank, 608 Main street, South he Citi- 
ton. He declares he is as good a shot as the 
next man, and would have riddled the rob- 
bers with bullets if they had come at him 
in his bank tn the usual! holdup manner, but 
they played a trick on him. 

Mr. Terhune was in his place of business 
at 12:30 o'clock, when a man drove up ina 
buggy and beckoned him to come out to the 
curb. The man had his right leg bandaged 
up and told the banker it was in a plaster of 
paris cast. He told Terhune he wished to 
invest $4,000 for a relative and engaged the 
banker in a conversation lasting several 
minutes. While they talked the stranger's 
accomplice entered the bank from the rear 
and stole seven $500 packages of bills from 
one of the drawers of the counter, escaping 
unnoticed.

Mr. Terhune reéntered the bank, and the 
stganger drove hastily away. The banker, 
atta t that the rear door was open, instinct- 
ively went to the money drawer, andat once 
discovered his loss. In his excitement he 
ran out Into the street to get some one to tel- 
ephone to the police, leaving the bank door 
unlocked. He finally found W. G. Norkett, 
City Attorney of Evanston, who telephoned 
to Captain Bartram of the Evanston police. 
This delay gave the robbers at least half an 
hour start, and when the police arrived there 
was little to work upon except the descrip- 
tion of the robber furnished by Mr. Terhune. 

Mrs. Terhune, who went down-town on an 
Evanston electric car an hour after the rob- 
bery, said she saw three men board the car 
at Edgewater and ride as far as the limits 
barn, where they went into the Ferris Wheel 
Park. Her description of one of the stran- 
gers tallied with that of the man who called 
her husband out of the bank. 


Police Have Fair Descriptions. 


‘The man in the buggy was apparently 55 
years old and weighed 225 pounds. He had 
a ruddy complexion and a week's growth of 
beard. He wore a dark brown suit and a 
straw hat, and drove a bay horse, slightly 
lame, attached to a doctor’s phaeton. One 
of the three men Mrs. Terhune saw was 
apparently 32 years old, had Jewish feat- 
ures, dark hair and mustache, and wore a 
black stiff hat, black coat and vest, and dark 

ants. 

Niel Kyle, a painter, who went into the 
rear yard of the bank for a drink of water 
at 11:30 a. m., saw the man with Jewish 
features standing across the street as he 
left, and G. H. Hall, a carpenter, noticed a 
third stranger carrying an umbrella a few 
minutes before the robbery. 

Detectives Morgan and Griffin of the Cen- 
tral Station, and Lieutenant Tierney and 
Sergeant. Doherty of the Rogers Park Po- 
lice Station are at work on the case and will 
aid Captain Bartram to clear up the robbery. 
Central Station detectives say the robbery 
was the work of professional bank sneaks, 
and was probably planned months ago. 


NEW FRAUD IN $4,000 
FORGED CHECK CHARGED 
TO GEORGE DIETERICH. 


Clerk of BR. P. Fish & Co. Locked Up 
Accused of Uttering Spurious Order 
—Attorney Rosenthal Says Ingen- 
ious Game Will Come Out at Trial. 


George Dieterich occupies a cell at the 
Harrison Street Police Station, charged by 
A. R. Warner with uttering a forged check 
for $4,000 purporting to be signed by F. R. 
Warner, a commission merchant with of- 
fices at 12 Sherman street. Back of the 
charge, according to Attorney Moritz Rosen- 
thal, Hes the story of an exceedingly clever 
swindle. 

Dieterich is a clerk in the office of R. P. 
Fish & Co., commission merchants, room 83 
Board of Trade. The check was drawn on 
the Continental. National Bank and de- 
posited to the account of Fish at the Corn 
Exchange Bank on July 26. But Mr. Rosen- 
thal states that this was without the knowl- 
edge of Mr. Fish. 

Dieterich, when seen at the police station 
yesterday afternoon, refused to say a word. 
E. Chapin, attorney for Dieterich, said there 
would be astonishing developments at the 

trial. 

“It was one of the cleverest pieces of 
work I ever heard of,’”’ said Mr. Rosenthal. 
“It showed an ingenuity and genius which 
were wonderful. The story that the check 
was given to Fish & Co. by Mr. Warner in 
connection with a business transaction is 
fiction. There was no business transaction 
between Warner and Fish.”’ 

Dieterich is only 22 years of age, and his 
been married a year and a half.

Bryan wishes the United States.to sup- 
port on American bayonets a fantastic, 
amateur government under the direction 
of Aguinaldo, without reserving the right 
to control that government. President Mc- 
Kinley wishes us to support a govern- 
ment of our own in the Philippines an 
to teach the Tagals gradually the arts 
peace and of self-government. 

Nobody knows how-bad a government 
these brown men, who never have ruled 
themselves, would bring forth if they were 
made masters of their own destinies. No- 
body knows how despotic would be the 
rule the Tagals would exercise over other 
tribes which are not in sympathy with them 
and which do not expect gentile treatment 
from them. It is clearly established that 
the Tagals are not a majority of the whole 
people and that the majority do not wish 
for a Tagal government, belfeving it would 
be a tyrannical one. Unless coerced by 
American troops the other tribes would 
rebel against the Aguinaldo government and 
the islands would be given up to bloody 
tribal warfare. 

When clothes are put on a monkey he 
does not become a human being. When 
a constitution similar to that of the United 
States is given to some semi-civilized 
Malays a democratic form of government 
no more exists than it existed before. There 
will not be a “republic” but a despotism. 
Yet Mr. Bryan insists that the United 
States shall bihd itself to support an Ori- 
ental caricature of republican institutions 
until the people of this country are tired 
of the costly and thankless task. Mr. Bryan 
proposes that we shall lend an army of 
free-born American citizens to a Malay 
usurper in order to maintain his authority 
when, he says, we cannot maintain our 
own. 

Mr. Bryan proposes that the United 
States shall uphold with its fleets and 
armies an experimental, untried govern- 
ment, putting down domestic revolts against 
it, and defending it against foreign powers 
on whose rights it has trespassed.

the purpose of defending this country, but 
to support a bad, detested, unrepublican 
government in the Philippine Islands. It 
is not necessary to resort to a conscription 
to get soldiers to defend American sov- 
ereignty in those islands. It would be 
necessary to kidnap men to go there as 
the military servants of Aguinaldo, who,

STRAWS FROM THE WHEATFIELD, 
The editor of a leading agricultural week- 
ly paper, which circulates almost entirely 
among farmers, sent out to writers recently 
a letter requesting them to contribute short 
stories for his columns. In his letter he 
expressly stated that he wanted no hard 
luck stories, no tales devoted to the hard- 
ships and poverty which a certain class of 
fiction writers persist in attributing to every 
man who lives on a farm. In response toa 
letter asking why this restriction was made, 
the editor replied that at present the Amer- 
ican farmer, speaking generally, is prosper- 
ous and happy. His crops are good and are 
selling at good prices. He,has no reason to 
envy any other class of citizens. Conse- 
quently he is in no humor to read stories 
which paint him as a lean and hungry indi- 
vidual with long whiskers and many patches 
on his trousers. The agricultural editor 
wanted conditions portrayed as they exist 
and probably had no idea that in demand- 
ing realism he was giving the lie to the 
Democratic novelists, who are doing their 
best to convince the American farmer that 
he is a down-trodden and oppressed serf, 
who enjoys none of the comfortsof life and 
has nothing to hope for in the future. 

Fortunately, the American farmer knows 
better. With good crops and a healthy 
bank balance to his credit, he is not likely to 
listen to the man who tells him that really 
he is a pauper and a slave. That kind of 
talk would have had a larger hearing five 
orsix yearsago. Just at present the farmer 
has little patience with the orator or artist 
who puts him on a level with the starving 
ryots of India. He wears good clothes and 
it is not flattering to his pride to see him- 
self represented as a creature whose gar- 
ments are only held together by the force 
of habit. | 

Furthermore, the American farmer is a 
well-read and broad-minded man. He is as 
quick as the next to see through a clumsy 
attempt to appeal to his prejudice. When 
he has money in his pocket and comfort in 
his home, and a Democratic spellbinder tells 
him that in reality he is a poverty-stricken 
wretch, he is likely to resent the insult to 
his own intelligence and common sense.

POLICE EFFICIENCY. 

‘It is proposed to revive the award of 
the Tree-Harrison gold medals in the Police 
and Fire departments for acts of bravery 
in protecting life or property. It is also 
proposed by the Civil Service commission 
to sécure the adoption of an efficiency rec- 
ord in the former department. Both projects 
are commendable. 

It appears never to have been the prac- 
tice to keep any proper records of the 
performance of duty by members of the 
Police department—a fact which illustrates 
more forcibly than language could do that 
it has been administered not only loosely 
but on some other basis than that of merit. 
The Civil Service commission naturally en- 
counters this lack as soon as it begins any 
honest effort to determine premotions on 


the basis of fitness. It would have been 


an assuring event if the Chief of Police 
had accredited his official ability and in- 
tentions by devising a scheme of efficiency 


records himself, but it is instead being | 


urged by the Civil Service commission. 
Such records would not only tend to 
secure the public better service but they 
would also inure to the benefit of all worthy 
members of the department. They would 
likewise tend to facilitate and render ef- 
fectual the award of such medals as those 
in question. These badges, which were 
established in 1885, have not been assigned 
since 1894, owing to dissatisfaction with 
the manner in which awards were previous- 
ly made. The introduction into the de- 
partment, however, of the principle of dis- 
criminating and truthful records would 
lift such an award above the realm of fraud 
or partisan clamor and clothe it with 
It is fitting, there- 
fore, that the two propositions should be 
mooted at the same time and both should be 
adopted. | | 
The medals in question, if duly adminis- 
tered, should be a valuable stimulus as 
well as a grateful recognition in the city 
police force. This would be especially true 
when they were awarded for saving human 
life. They would then tend to exalt and cul- 
tivate that regard for human life and that 
chivalrous spirit which are sometimes lack- 
ing but which when found are always recog- 
nized as the finest qualities in a present 
day Police department. The proposed 


award should infuse a higher feeling and. 
— a finer practice in the police service. 


 PREPOSTEROUS DEMANDS. 

Mr. Bryan is most disingenuous in his at- 
tempt to put the responsibility for the Tagal 
outbreak upon the United States govern- 
ment amid the American soldiers. In order 
to make political capital out of the Philip- 
pine insurrection he is compelled to distort 
and falsify the historical facts from the day 
of Dewey’s victory to the present time. 
President McKinley has briefly stated the 
indisputable facts regarding the Filipino 
outbreak in his letter of acceptance. Not 
only does he present proof showing that the 
insurgents were never given any recogni- 
tion as allies but he also shows that long 
before Aguinaldo’s arrival! the local leaders 
had determined to turn their arms against 
the Americans. 

As early as July, 1898, Admiral Dewey 
cabled to Washington: “ Merritt’s most 
dificult problem will be how to deal with the 
insurgents under Aguinaido, who have be- 
come aggressive and even threatening to- 
ward our army.” Thus the Tagals were 
threatening the Americans in the midst of 
the Spanish war, before Manila had sur- 
rendered and before the protocol was signed. 
When Manila was captured, on Aug. 13, 
the Filipinos took no part in the attack, but 
tried to follow the Americans into the city 
with the intention of looting it. Aguinal- 
do claimed that he ,had the right to occupy 
the city. He demanded a certain “ palace ” 
for himself and the cession of all the 
churches in Manila. He also demanded a 
part of the money which he thought the 
Americans would take from the Spaniards 
as spoils of war. Above all, he desired the 
arms of the Spanish prisoners. All these 
demands were refused. Would Bryan have 
granted them? | 

From that time forth Aguinaldo devoted 
himself to planning his attack on the Amer- 
icans. Bryan’s pretense that there would 
have been no hostilities if Congress had de- 
clared the intention of giving independence 
to the insurgents will not stand analysis. 
Aguinaldo did not wait to see what Con- 
gress might do. He did not wait unfil we 
had ended the Spanish war, but demanded 
immediate possession of the islands. Be- 
fore the peace treaty had been ratified in the 
Senate the Filipinos forced hostilities by an 
unprovoked assault upon American sol- 
diers. Papers recently captured from the 
rebel archives demonstrate that this attack 
was carefully planned for weeks before it 
occurred. Nothing but complete surrender 
and evacuation of the islands, even before 
we were through fighting the Spaniards, 
would have satisfied Aguinaldo. Would 
Bryan have accommodated him in that im- 
pudent demand? 

‘At no time since DeWey’s arrival at Ma- 
nila could the United States have honora- 
bly entertained the demands of the Malay 
dictator, who wanted the islands for him- 
self. To have conceded any of his demands 
would have been to abandon the islands to 
the brown desperadoes who are still burning 
and robbing small towns in the outlying 
provinces of Luzon. To have given up Ma- 
nila and the archipelago to these half civ- 
ilfzed plunderers would have been to make 
the name of the United States anathema 
throughout the civilized world. There 
would have been nothing like it in history. 
Yet this is what Mr. Bryan still proposes 
to do if he is elected President. 


POPULARIZING A CITY CHARTER. 

The City club of New York has lately 
issned two small pamphlets on the charter 
of Greater New York—one of thirty-six and 
the other of fifty-four pages—which should 
prove serviceable to New-Yorkers and sug- 
gestive to other cities. | 

‘One of these pamphlets is an index to the 
city charter. There are in existence other 
and more voluminous indices to that in- 
strument, but this one is regarded as espe- 
‘ciafly valuable owing to its brevity. The 
second pamphlet contains a brief statement, 
chronologically arranged, of the various 
events which are prescribed by the charter 
to occur during the year. It comprises. 
thus a summary of the official acts of the 
entire city government, and its perusal 
would apprise one of the precise duties of 
any and all officials. This pamphlet is also 
indexed according to.subjects and consti- 
tutes a valuable reference compendium. 

It is a matter of still more interest to 
know that these two publications are parts 
“of a little book, planned by the Municipal 
Government committee of the City club, of 
a compact presentation of the framework 
and the operation of the government of 
New York City.” Thé issue of this book 
has been postponed pending the completion 


‘of the revision of the city charter, which is 


now in progress at the hands of a legislative 
committee, but it will be put forth in due 
time. 

The ordinary citizen often realizes his un- 
fortunate ignorance of the framewark

local government, and his consequent ina- 
bility either properly to fulfill his civic 
duties or to derive proper benefits from the 
operation of government. It is in recogni- 
tion of this situation that an attempt is 
now made in some city schools to teach the 
pupils the political scheme under which they 
live,

THE GALVESTON DISASTER. 

Probably 2,000 lives -lost, property: de- 
stroyed to the valne of several millions, 
forty-two towns, thus far reported, more 
or less damaged, and some of them virtual- 
ly wiped out, Galveston nearly in ruins, 
its great wharf frontage destroyed, ocean- 
going steamers and small coasting vessels 
sunk or stranded in every direction, are 
some 6f the mournful details of the havoc 
wrought by wind and wave on the Texas 
coast and in the interior of the State last 
Saturday. The fury of the hurricane was 
spent ere many hours, but its period was 
long enough to cause almost unprecedented 
destruction. 

From the best reports it is evident that 
the storm began between 9 and 10 o’clock 
on Saturday forenoon. Driven by the fury 
of the gale the waves of the gulf inundated 
the long, low, sandy island upon which 
Galveston is built and which at its highest 
poift is not over five feet above the gulf 
level, and before dark the whole city was 
under water from three to six feet. Thence 
the water gradually encroached farther in- 
land and beyond the water mark the storm 
swept on with cyclonic fury, demolishing 
towns and villages along its course to a 
point eighty miles north of Houston. Moun- 
tain region and table land suffered alike, 
the gale razing houses, tearing up trees, 


{ ruining farms, and leaving behind it a 


wide wake of desolation. Southwest it 
swept along the coast as far as Corpus 
Christi and northeast across the Louisi- 
ana boundary. It will be possible in the 
future to make something like an accurate 
estimate of material losses, in which the 
damage to the cotton and fruit crops will 
be a large item. It is not likely that the 
entire number of persons killed will ever 
be known, but a conservative estimate 
places the number in the vicinity of 2,000. 

It does not lessen the horror of this dis- 
aster that Galveston seemingly invites such 
a fate. Practically, it is upon a level with 
the waters of the gulf and hurricanes are 
no strangers in that region. Starting in 
the West Indies sometimes they sweep 
northeast along the Florida and up the 
Atlantic coast, but they are just as likely 
to take the opposite direction and visit 
their fury upon the Texas coast. In such 
case, when one of these hurricanes reaches 
its maximum velocity, Galveston is abso- 
lutely unprotected. Even in an ordinary 
storm the water rises in its streets. The 
despair of the situation is that human skill 
can devise no means to protect it. Great 
sea walls cannot be built, as no foundations 
can be had for them in the shifting sand, and 
the whole island is a long, narrow, sand 
spit, so low that an extraordinarily high 
tide will*cover it. The only protection 
Galveston has lies in the fact that hurri- 
canes of this magnitude do not often oc- 
cur, probably only three or four in a cen- 
tury, and after one has visited them its 
people live in the hope that they may not 
be exposed to another for many years to 
come. 

It probably will be so in this instance. 
The dead will be buried, the damage will 
be repaired, the destroyed structures re- 
built, and the hurricane of 1900 will soon 
be only a memory. The living will go on 
their way as unconcerned as those who 
live in an earthquake region or in the vicini- 
ty of a voleano. But, meanwhile, no one 
can say when the next disaster will over- 
take them, It is not unlikely the stricken 
people of Galveston and of some of the 
inland towns who have lost all they had 
in the world will have to ask for relief. 
In such case it should be sent promptly, 
and Chicago, which has been a conspicuous 
sufferer by fire, should be among the first 
to respond generously to the appeals of these 
victims of wind and wave. 


REJOICING OVER BAD NEWS. 

Mr, Bryan ie on the lookout for all 
Instances of industrial and commercial dis- 
tress. This is not that he may relieve 
the sufferers or that he may express sym- 
pathy for them, but that he*may use 
these occurrences to back up his conten- 
tion that there can be no genuine pros- 
perity until he is made President and the 
gold standard is done away with. 

In his speech at Milwaukee last week 
Mr. Bryan said, with ill-concealed delight, 
that there are workingmen in this coun- 
try whose dinner pails are not full. This 
pleases him because he reasons that the 
man who has not enough to eat is dis- 
contented and whoever is discontented is 
open to Populist arguments, and may be 
persuaded to vote for its Presidential can- 
didate. It afforded much gratification to 
Mr. Bryan to be able to tell his Milwaukee 
audience that there is a threatened strike 
in the anthracite coal region; that there 
has been a decline in the production of 
pig iron from the high point of last year; 
that there were more failures in August, 
1900, than in August, 1899; that some 
Massachusetts cotton mill men are said 
to be thinking of reducing wages; and that 
a man in New Haven has discharged a 
number of employés. Having emptied out 
his budget of bad news he said exultantly 
that “even the prosperity that the Re- 
publican party has boasted of has not 
reached.all the people and even that which 
we have is on the decline.” 

The Populist candidate never tells the 
people that the country is more prosperous 
than it was in 1893 and the years imme- 
diately succeeding. He will not admit that 
times have been worse than they are now. 
His object is to show that there is little 
prosperity now and that there will be less 
soon. That is why he collects and repeats 
all the “hard times” items he can find. 
He has as good a scent for them as a yul- 
ture for carrion. And yet, after scouring 
the Country from ocean to ocean, he has 
to expatiate on a threatened strike and a 
possible wage reduction. 

The country must be generally prosperous

One regrets deeply the lack of an ability to 


describe fittingly the gowns paraded in “ The 
Ambassador’’ at Powers’ Theater last 
night. One feels sure that Mrs. Craigie, 
who possibly is better known by her pen 
name of John Oliver Hobbes, planned in 
careful detail each feminine costume, and 
then wrote as a part of the stage directions 
the movements—up and down and cross- 
wise behind the footlights—which would 
show the apparel to the best purpose. And 
one follows out the theory by assuming she 
afterwards built the play to fit the gowns. 

Only in the play did she fall to dazzle, and 
doubtless she herself deemed her success as 
modiste an ample recompense. London, 
which supplied the mes and the quaHties 
for the butterflies she clothed so gayly, per- 
haps for that reason was willing two years 
ago to let the triumph in garb gloss over the 
failure in playwriting, and possibly for the

In that event Powers’ Theater 
ought to be crowded every night this week. 

Of course, those who go to gaze on gowns 
will find the play somewhat of an interfer- 
ence, but there will not be enough of it to 
cause them much trouble. The pinch last 
night was that the audience came to see the 
play, and found it too deeply hid in its 
feathers. ~ 

“The Ambassador” mixes up an adage. 
Its birds are as fine as their plumage, but 
still they disappoint, and worse, they irri- 
tate. After assembling together in a first 
act during which they discourse in un- 
broken cynical epigranmi—some of it of prom- 
ising wit—they change their manners of 
thought so we do not recognize them in the 
hopelessly amateurish and melodramatic 
second act. The third act has less stumbling 
in it, and the fourth partly lives up to the 
promise of the first. But the gulf of talk by 
that time has swallowed up the entertain- 
ing possibilities of the play. - 

Though the play folk are English the 
place of what trifling action arises is Paris, 
where Lord St. Orbyn is the Ambassador. 
He has attained an age regarded as circum- 
spect without ever giving his hand where 
he disposed of his heart. The latter ar- 
ticle, it may easily be inferred, never has 
been held for any length of time by the 
same chains. In friendship he has been 
more constant, and Lady Beauvedere, a 
youthful widow. with a son of eighteen and 
a stepson of mature years, has come to oc- 
cupy a sisterly place in his affections. Her 
regard for him is much warmer, but this 
he refuses to see. 

When he finds that the stepson, Sir Will- 
iam Beauvedere, an awful cad, has contract- 
ed an engagement not to his mother’s liking, 
he naturally is interested. When he sees 
the young woman, Juliet Gainsborough, his 
sentiment deepens, for on sight—a strange 
affliction for a man of his training—he recog- 
nizes in her his affinity. Straightway he 
makes turbulent suit and wins, for the 
girl, it develops, already had broken her en- 
gagement with the priggish Sir William, 
and was ready to be enraptured the mo- 
ment the right man—t. e. St.Orbyn—appeared 
upon the scene. The interest—not large in 
quantity—is in a subplot, which permits 
Jullet to go quite innocently to the house of a 
roué and gambler, Major Lacelles, and 
there to find herself face to face with St. 
Orbyn, who of course is not deceived and 
infers no wrong. In the last act there is 
just a touch of dramatic force in a scene 
wherein Lord St. Orbyn, with tact but firm- 
ness, crushes Lady Beauvedere’s hopes for- 
ever to earth. 

The presentation of the play, from the 
wearing of the gowns by the women and 
the manners of nobility by the men to the 
acting itself, was almost flawless. John 
Mason's ease and distinction of bearing 
as St. Orbyn was matched only by the poise 
with which Mrs. Walcot bore a lesser part. 
In @ better play Gertrude Henriques might 
have been pointed out as a candidate for 
early honors, and as it is she must have 
eredit. Practically unknown except for the 
name she bears, she was put last night into 
what is meant as the leading feminine réle 
in the play, that of Juliet. Mary Mannering 
played it in New York. Fortunately it is 
little other than an ingénue r6éle, demand- 
ing sweetness rather than strength, and 
naturalness rather than skill, and these 
merits Miss Henriques possessed. Miss 
Spong gave the proper spirit of ennui to the 
part of Lady Beauvedere, and Miss Tyree 
wept correctly as Lady Gwendoline Mar- 
leaze, who loved Sir William meekly, and 
gained him thankfully when Juliet freed 
him. Rhoda Cameron, in the réle of.an in- 
triguing Princess of feline tendencies, was 
admirable.

Now, near- 
ly every foreigner shut up In Pekin at 
the time has been rescued safe and sound.

The Berlin newspapers estimate that it 
will cost the Emperor considerably over a 
million dollars to pay the full amount, and, 
assuming that their monarch intends to 
settle, they are urging him to restrict the 
award of the money to the German officers 
and men who took part in the relief of Pekin. 
Unfortunately, however, for this line of ar- 
gument the American, English, Japanese, 
and Russian troops were first to reach the 
Chinese capital, where the German con- 
tingent did not arrive until the legations 
had been relieved. and the city already two 
days in the possession of the'allies. The 
question thus raised is a rather awkward 
one, and cannot fail to furnish the Kaiser 
with another striking object lesson of the 
dangers of acting and spéaking on the im- 
pulse of the moment, even when that im- 
pulse happens to be generous. 


Emperor Nicholas, with the object of 
atoning in some way for the failure to pay 
his promised visit to Paris and to the exhi- 
bition, has just conferred the Order of St. 
Andrew, the grandest order in Russia, upon 
President Loubet. It is the Muscovite 
equivalent of the English Order of the 
Garter, of the Spanish and Austrian Golden 
Fleece, and of the Italian Order of the An- 
nunciation. There is but one class of it, 
and the insignia consists of a sky blue rib- 
bon, which is worn from the right shoulder 
to the left hip, the gold cross suspended to 


the ribbon at the hip being blue, and placed 


om a triple crowned eagle. It presents the 
image of the crucifixion of St. Andrew. The 
star worn on the left breast is of silver on a 
gold background, on which is the Russian 
eagle with the cross of St. Andrew. 

The state robes of the Knights of the Or- 
der are composed of a long mantle of green 
velvet, lined with white silk, with the col- 
lar, tassels, and band in silver. The over- 
vest is of white, and the hat of black velvet 
with a red plume, and the cross of St. An- 
drew ontheribbon. It is difficult to conceive 
stout little President Loubet, the best type 
of the petty French bourgeoisie, arrayed in 
the gorgeous costume ef this order which 
was founded by Peter®he Great, and of 
which there are but four non-royal mem- 
bers all told. ‘ 


The Mrs. Richard Ghamberlain who has 
come out so strongly in support of Burdett- 
Coutts’ charges against the medical service 
of the British army in south Africa, is a 
younger daughtér of Sir John Swinburne, 
Bart, and widow of the second brother of 
Secretary of State for the Colonies Joseph 
Chamberlain. She is the same woman whose 
name figured so pfOminently in the secret 
Rhodes-Hawksley correspondence, . pub- 
lished in the Brussels Independance Belge 
last January, and which formed the subject 
of so much acrimonious discussion in the 
House of Commons. 

Mrs. Richard Chamberlain has also had 
her name much before,the pubtic in connec- 
tion with the War department, where she 
was charged with exercising undue in- 
fluence to the detriment of the service. In- 
deed, there are few women now in England 
who have taken a more active part in ad- 
ministrative and political affairs. She re- 
joices in the peculiar Christian names of 
Rameh Theodore, and is a niece of Alger- 
‘non Swinburne, the celebrated poet.

GIVEN WARM RECEPTIONS EN 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS OPEN DOORS. 


Fall Term Begins with an Attendance 
Estimated at 250,000—One New 
Building Added to System. 


With the opening of the public schools 
yesterday one new school building—the Dar- 
win, Edgewood avenue and Catalpa place— 
was placed in service. Additions to the Earl 
and Madison Avenue Schools have been com- 
pleted, and the Douglas School, partially 
destroyed by fire, has been repaired. Other 
school buildings, the completion of which 
has been delayed by strikes, will. be opened 
as completed. Rough estimates of the at- 
tendance place the figure at 250,000. 

A more liberal transfer rule this year 
allows the puplis to change accordidng to 
their desires, if the schools to which they 
want entrance be not filled. The greatest 
demand has been for places in the Hyde 
Park High School, which has a registration 
of 1,300, and to the Lake View High School. 
The high schools geenrally show an in- 
creased attendance. 

The school for crippled children was 
opened yesterday in the Illinois Building, 
Madison street and Ogden avenue, with an 
attendance of thirty. Two omnibuses were 
employed to gather up the children within 
a radius of four miles. The blind school cen- 
ters will open next week. Centers will be 
located in four schools, two on the West 
Side, near Madison street; one on the South 
Side, south of Thirtieth street; and one on 
the North Side, near Division street. 

Superintendent of Schools Cooley will rec- 
ommend William C. Dodge, principal of the 
Franklin School, for the position of Super- 
intendent of the Eleventh School District, 
left vacant by the death of Superintendent 
James Hannan. 

The drawing department, under Super- 
visor Hanstein, is to be broadened. The 
main feature of the change is the fact that 
pupils may, if they wish, obtain instruction 
both in art work and in constructive draw- 
ing branches of which a choice had former- 
ly to be made. 

In the afternoon 100 candidates for entry’ 
into the Normal were examined in the board 
rooms by Drs. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, 
Florence Hunt, and Julia Holmes Smith. 


German Societies 1 Now Meeting at Peo- 
ria Work on National Federa- 
tion Plan. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Peoria, Ill., Sept. 10.—{Special.)—Plans 
contemplating the formation of a national 
federation of all the Catholic societies of 
the United States were today presented for 
approval to the Central Association of Ger- 
man Catholic Societies, and the Committee 
on Resolutions is preparing a favorable re- 
port. 

The association is to appoint a committee 
of five of the delegates, which will meet with 
similar committees from other national 
Catholic societies and establish a federation 
‘ of Catholic societies. This society will have a 
membership of over 100,000 and’ will work 
for the advancement of the Catholic religion 
in the country. 

The scheme for the formation of the fed- 
eration has already met the approval of the 
Knights of St. John, one of the most power- 
ful of the Catholic national societios, which 
is now promoting the scheme. There seems 
to be no doubt that the German Cxtholic 
societies will act favorably upon tI e plans. 

‘Among the Catholic societies in the coun- 
try which will be asked to join are the 
Knights of Columbus, Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, Catholic Order of Foresters, 
and numerous others. It igs estimated that 
these societies will be able to control 1,000,- 
000 votes. ishop Messmer of Green Bay, 
Wis., will address the conference upon the 
plan tomorrow. This is the first attempt 
that has been made to form a national as- 
sociation of Catholics. Hitherto all or- 
ganization among Catholics of different 
nationalities has been confined to the clergy. 

The work of the first day’s session of the 
Central Verein has been confined almost en- 
tirely to that organization. 

By a large vote a resolution which con- 
templated the separation of the orphans’ and 
widows’ fund, the benevolent society con- 
nected with the association, from the Cen- 
tral Verein was voted down. 


FIRMS GRANT EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 


Three Concerns Sign Agreement with 
Woodworkers, Admitting Inabil- 
ity to Get Non-Union Help. 


Proprietors of three mills signed agree- 
ments yesterday with the Amalgamated 
Woodworkers conceding an eight-hour day 
to their employés.

Chairman John Long of the Board of Busi- 
ness Agents of the Bullding Trades council 
said yesterdey that the Gasfitters’ union, of 
which he is a member, would submit a 
proposition tonight to the Master Plumbers 
which he believed would be satisfactory. 

At the meeting of the Master Steamfitters 
yesterday several of the members com- 
plained that they were tired of continuing 
the fight and proposed to quit. Secretary 
E. M. Craig said: ‘ Several of the members 
of our association have expressed dissatis- 
faction over the way things are going several 
times, but no attention has been paid to 
them. It does not matter if all of the smaller 
members withdraw until only four of the 
forty-three members remain. These four 
firms, the largest in the business, with the 
support of the Building Contractors’ coun- 
cil, will be able to continue the fight.” 

Union ironworkers who have been em- 
ployed on the new federal building were not 
at work yesterday and it is stated that they 
will not return until some definite under- 
standing is reached between the contractor 
and the officers of the union.

His friends and opponents in New York 
viewed each other with distrust and there 
was much bitterness. Today all Republicans 
in New York are his friends. Odell voiced 
the sentiment of all when he said that his 
chief duty would be to re#lect President Mc- 
Kinley. The idea that the national ticket is 
to be made secondary to the State ticket is 
absurd. Republicans of all shades of opin- 
ion will loyally and earnestly support both

His case 
is similar to that of four or five others, who 
were dismissed for various offenses, Gen- 
eral Otis acting on all the cases. 

The action of the ex-officer, Captain Gregg, 
is based on the conclusion that a state of war 
does not exist in the Philippines, in which 
event the President is alone authorized to 
act on court-martial cases where sentence of 
dismissal is involved. The War department 
will defend the action of General Otis with 
the assertion that war does exist in the Phil- 
ippines and that all the conditions are those 
of actual war, while the rulings in all cases 
are such as are governed by the state of war. 

Thus, in time of peace court-martial trials 
must proceed under a law defining limita- 
tions of punishment, but in time of war the 
law does not operate. It will be pointed out 
to the court that the law is not in effect in 
the Philippines. 

The law officers of the army say the appeal 
to the courts will avail nothing to the claim- 
ants, for the President may yet act on the 
cases. The only advantage the ex-officers 
may hope to gain ts in using their influence 
with the President to secure annulments or 
modifications of the sentences. 

General Otis refused to mitigate the sen- 
tences, and the: cases never reached Wash- 
ington officially, except in the correction of 
a minor technical mistake in the record, due 
to carelessness.

During the last ten years the growth in popu- 
lation of Springfield, Ill., was double that of 
the preceding decade. Its population is now 
84,159, an increase of 9,916, or 36.84 per cent, 
over 1890, when the population was 24,963. 

In 1890 the population was 24,963, a gain of 
5,220, or 26.87 per cent over 1880, when it was 
19,743. 

The records of the Censtis office do not 
show the figures for comparing the growth 
of this city previous to 1880. Springfield will 
appear in the records of the present census 
along with the cities having a population ef 
more than 25,000, a distinction it has not en- 
joyed before in its history. 

Joliet, Ill., has also shown a healthy 
growth during the last decade, Its popula- 
tion is now 80,720, a gain of 7,456, or 32.05 
per cent over 1890, when it was but 23,264. 

In 1800 the population was 23,264, a gain of 
11,607, or 99.57 per cent, over 1880, when it 
was but 11,657. Joliet, like Springfield, is 
not recorded in the census for comparison 
previous to 1880, and like its sister city it 
will be found on the dist Mo cities having a 

ulation of 25,000 and above.

were made public at the Census office today, 
shows a fair percentage of gain. The popu-

- La Crosse, Wis., Sept. 10.—[Special. }—Gov- 
ernor *“‘ Teddy ” Roosevelt invaded Wiscon- 
sin today and opened the Republican cam- 
paign by making two speeches, one in the 
afternoon and one at night. While the Gov- 
ernor’s Michigan tour was a triumphal pro- 
cession, the beginning in Wisconsin prom- 
ises even more than the Michigan trip. 
Governor Roosevelt arrived in La Crosse 
at 11 o'clock this morning in his car, Minne- 
sota, attached to the fast mail. In the car

R. M. La Follette, Republican candidate for 
Governor, came in during the morning, and 


'Jalso W. H. Froelich, Secretary of State; 


Ratlroad Commissioner Rice, State Treas- 


urer Davidson, and Senator Knute Nelson of . 


‘Minnesota. 


At 2 oclock the Governor was escorted to 
the skating rink by the local committee. It 
‘was a sultry afternoon, still the building was 
not large enough to accommodate more than 
one-half the people. The afternoon speech 
was for the benefit of visitors to the city. 

In his afternoon speech the Governor 
answered the Democratic arguments on mili- 


_tarism, free silver, and expansion. He spoke 


for twenty minutes, and in concludifg said: 
_™ It would have been better to have elected 
Bryan four years ago and to have suffered

crats, to stand with us—men who in the time 
of peril came forward to support this gov- 
ernment in the crisis of 1860.

The board made a notable change in a rea?

added $3,000,000. Allowing that Cook Coun- 
ty is one-third of the State, the other coun- 
ties will have to add $400,000,000 before they 
are even with Cook. We can reduce $197,- 
000,000 without putting the other counties 
to a disadvantage.” 


SENATOR HANNA TO SPEAK. 


Chairman of the National Republican 
Committee to Appear at Delphi, 
Ind., Next Saturday. 


Senator Hanna is to take the stump. In 
his own language he is to make “ one con- 
secutive speech."’ The date will be next 
Saturday and the place Delphi, Ind., the 
home of Congressman Charles B. Landis. 
Some time ago Senator Hanna promised if 
he made a speech at all during the campaign 
it would be in Indiana, and yesterday Con- 
gressman Landis and National Committee- 
man New of that State reminded him of 
the promise and obtained his consent to make 
the Delphi speech. 

“I was not hired to make speeches,” said 
the Senator afterwards. “ It is not my part 


} of the work. I will go to Delphi, however, 


but that will be the end of my spellbinding. 
I have other work, to do. than making 
speeches.”’ 

The Senator arrived in Chicago looking in 
the best of health. He Was in good spirits 
also and reported everything In the East 
in excellent condition. He will stay here 
for a couple of weeks and then go back to 
New York. 

“T am not taking so much of a part in the 

active work of the campaign as I did four 
years ago,”’ said the Senator. ‘I find that 
Mr. Payne and the other men in charge here 
are. perfectly able to run a campaign 
without my too active assistance, and I am 
letting them do it. They all understand 
their business and are attending to it.”’ 
- Asked when the Advisory committee would 
meet, Senator Hanna said he did not know, 
but probably while he was in Chicago. 
Speaking of the campaign in general the 
Senator said: 

** The National committee appreciates that 
this is a campaign of desperation on the part 
of its opponents. It has work to do, and 
the most important of that work is to over- 
come the dangers growing from the feeling 
of overconfidence that the Republicans will 
win. The Republicans cannot be blamed for 
being unable to understand that there is any 
danger, but there is always a danger of that 
sort if the Republicans allow this confidence 
to keep them away from the polls. As far as 
issues are concerned, we are willing to dis- 
cuss ‘imperialism’ or anything else the 
Democrats may want to bring up, but we 
will not allow them to hide behind these is- 
sues and refuse to discuss the money ques- 
tion.”’ 


FIRST VOTERS HEAR LORIMER. 


Congressman Addresses Large Meet- 
ings, Telling Why He Became. 
a Republican. 


Cook County’s first voters began last night 
the work of actively forming into Repub- 
lican clubs. The beginning was made in 
the Ninth and Tenth Wards, in each of which 
largely attended first voters’ meetings were 
held under the auspices of the First Voters’ 
clubs of the respective wards. Headed by 
Congressman Lorimer, a full representation 
of the County Executive committee visited 
the two wards. The first meeting was that 
of the Ninth Ward first voters at Hoerber’s 
Hall, 714 Blue Island avenue. Congressman 
Lorimer introduced the subject, and, after 
discussing the issues to some extene, toofi 
the audience back to the time sixteen years 
ago, when he lived in the vicinity and drove 
a street car. He said in part: 

As a laboringman at that time I found that In 
every State where an eight-hour law had been 
passed for the laboringman a Republican Legis- 
lature had enacted that law and a Republican 
Governor had signed it. I found that in not one 
single Democratic State had any legislation been 
enacted tending toward relieving the burdens of 
the laboringman. I found that prior to 1873 it 
took from $1.15 to §2.60 in American labor to buy 
either.a gold or a silver dollar in the markets of 
the world, and I know that since 1879 every one 
of our dollars ie worth a dollar the world over. 
These were some of the reasons that caused me to 
vote my first Presidential ballot for James G. 
Biaine. I would advise the young men here to- 
night to take the same course that I did sixteen 
years ago. 

At West Twelfth Street Turner Hall, in the 
Tenth Ward, a large meeting of young men 
was addressed by D. M. Healy, P. H. O’'Don- 
nell, Congressman Larimer, James L. Mon- 
aghan, C. 8S. Deneen, and E. J. Magerstadt. 
The meetings will be continued tonight in 
the Seventh and Eighth Wards. 

Candidates and the officers of district or- 
ganizations met with the Democratic County 
Executive committee yesterday and decided 
to open the campaign in Chicago on Sept. 
20 at the new Coliseum. The State and Na- 
tional committees may participate and make 
it more than a local affair. It is hoped that 
through the efforts of the National commit- 
tee Bryan can be secured. 

Chairman Rowe and members of the Re- 
publican State committee are planning for 
a trip that will take them into every Con- 
gressional district in Illinois outside of Cook 
County. At present it is the intention.to 
make the start next week at East St. Louis 
in the Twenty-first District.

TWENTY-SIXTH WARD RESIDENTS 
MEET AND DISCUSS MEANS. | 


Committee Appointed to Seek Uniform 
Rates and to Ask Ogden Company to 
Lay More Mainse—Alderman Blake 
Chief Speaker in the Session Which 
Was Held at Belmont Avenue and 
Paulina Street—No Further Cuts An- 
nounced by Municipal Company. 


Residents of the Twenty-sixth Ward met 
at Paulina street and Belmont avenue last 
night and discussed measures to avoid pay- 
ing the People’s Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany $1 a thousand for gas when forty cents 
is being charged In parts of the North Bide 
by the Municipal company, owing to its war 
with the Ogden. 

The meeting resulted in the appointment 


of a committee of three, Alderman F. K.. 


Blake of the ward, Ernst Wedekind, and 
J. W. Sanders. The committee will en- 


deavor to get uniform gas rates and offers |} 


to codperate with any other committees that 
may be formed in the city to agitate for 
cheaper gas. The committee also will visit 
the Ogden Gas company to see if it cannot 
eee to lay mains in sections of the 
ward. 

Alderman Blake spoke of his efforts to 
induce the City Council to pass an ordi- 
nance regulating’ the price of gas, but said 
they were futile, and that the ordinance 
was still on file. He said that the City 
Council, by making the gas companies fix 
a@ rate, could solve the question. Gas, he 
said, could be manufactured at fifty cents 
a thousand feet and the State Legislature 
could pass an act providing that this amount 
be not exceeded. Proceedings in court would 
also be a way to make the gas companies 
give cheaper gas. 

“The gas companies,” said Alderman 
Blake, “ have availed themselves of every 
means of protection against any attack by 
the contrivances of the law and they are 
always prepared. A gas company is a quasi- 
public corporation founded primarily for 
providing the community with a commodity 
without any discrimination. In order to 
have a good case against the gas companies 
the people. would be compelled to show that 
they are conspiring against the citizens of 
Chicago.” 

“If the Mayor desires to conserve the In- 
terests of all the citizens instead of permit- 
ting a few to benefit from the low rate in 
the gas war he can do so by commencing 
action immediately against the Municipal | 
Gas company, which he knows has no right - 
to continue in business under its present 
status.”’ 

This statement was made by General Man- 
ager McClary of the Ogden Gas company 
when he was asked what legal action his 


company intended to take to protect itself } 


against further reductions by the Municipal 
company. 

“The Mayor has stated that if the city 
acts in the matter it will be detrimental to 
the interests of North Side property-own- 
ers,”’ continued Mr. McClary. ‘‘ What about 
the citizens in the other sections of the city?’’ 

General Manager W. P. Martin of the 
Municipal Gas company stated that no 
further reduction would be announced in 
the price of gas at present. 3 

H. G. Sultan, 828 North avenue; Max 
Asher, 90 Lincoln avenue; and N. J. Webber, 
98 Lincoln avenue, sought to have the Mu- 
nicipal Gas company substitute its meters 
for those of the People’s Gas company dur- 
ing the day. When the new corporation de- 
clined they ordered the People’s vere’ 
to remove its meters.
